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DECISION ON PETITION 



This is a decision on the PETITION FOR REVIVAL OF AN APPLICATION 
FOR PATENT ABANDONED UNINTENTIONALLY UNDER 37 CFR 1.137(b) filed 
November 28, 2011. 

The petition under § 1.137(b) is GRANTED . 

The above-identified application became abandoned for failure to 
file a response to the Second Examiner's Answer (with new 
grounds of rejection) dated December 9, 2008.
